Legislature Of New Mexico Territory Has 


Authorized Three-Day Festival At 


Carlsbad. 


. .

Carlsbad, N. M., July 3.—During the 


next three days this place is to be. 
the scene of a unique celebration to 
commemorate the beginning of gov- 
ernment irrigation in 
New Mexico. 


The importance of the occasion to the 
people of New Mexico, ,and also to the 
residents o£ other large areas through- 
out the west and southwest, can. only 
be appreciated when it is borne in 
mind that great tracts of land now of 
an arid or semi-arid character •will 
soon be made to "blossom as the rose" 
through the medium of 
irrigation. 


The projects already under way will 
when completed add millions to. the 
wealth and resources-of the territory. 


That New Mexico is fully-alive to 


the significance of the work is evi- 
denced by the fact that the celebra- 
tion about to begin was authorized by 
the legislature, a'nd the expense will 
be borne by the territorial treasury- 
Persons of prominence from all 'parts 
o£ the territory, are to take part in 
the celebration, together with,repre- 
sentatives from the Department 
of 


Interior and officials,of the 'reclama- 
tion service from Washington. 


The Carlsbad reclamation .project 


was primarily undertaken bythe gov- 
ernment at the urgent request of the 
settlers to save their 
property and 


homes which were threatened with de- 
struction1 by drouth, as the result of a 
food which washed'away a. portion of 
the Avaion dam, on which their canal 
system depended for its supply. 
"Acting upon the advice of eminent 


consulting engineers a core wall of re- 
inforced concrete was built from lied 


rock to the. crest of the dam.. There 
is no longer any 
possibility 
of the 


structure 
being washed . away by a . 


flood. On the lower side of the dam 
is a rock fill which would prevent 
erosion 
in case flood water 
should 


sweep over the dam. The reinforced 
concrete conduit which was construct- 
ed across the Pecos river by the for- 
mer owners of the system has been 
strengthened and the foundation, car- 
ried 50 bed rock. 


Across Dark canyon 
is a siphon, 


circular in form, and of sufficient size 
for a six-foot man to- walk through- 
standing upright. The canal has been 
widened, and deepened and built 011 
scientific principles, so as to carry the 
greatest amount "of water . with 
the 


least excavation. 
This ,- work 
when, 


completed- will cost more than. $GOO,- 
000 and-'will supply 25,000 acres with 
water. 
Over in the Mesilla valley there is 


nearing completion a 600-foot diversion 
dam for the purpose of supplying wa- 
ter to one unit of- the Rio Grande pro- 
ject, the Leasburg 
diversion.

headworks will.be connected, with the 
old Las Cruses system by a canal six- 
miles long. Before this project is fin- 
ished a gigantic dam will be construct- 
ed across the Rio Grande near Engle,

'Condition ."of Corn Not Very Good— 


Wheat -Prospects Promising.- 


Springfield, 111., July-3.—The condi- 


tion of the Corn crop on June 20," as 
returned by correspondents o£ 
the 


state board of agriculture, which is- 
sued its crop bulletin Tuesday, was 
rather discouraging, but the 
warm 


weather and occasional rains since 
that date have put the crop in mucu 
better condition. 


The bulletin shows that June 20 


there had been seeded 7,285,485 acres, 
a decrease of six -per cent, from last 
year. The condition of the crop was 
Iu per cent, of a seasonable average, 
a decrease of 13 points from the June, 
1DOC, condition. 
The crop was two 


weeks: later than 
usual 
in 
being 


planted, owing 
to the 
cold,- wet 


weather. 
Cut and grub worms. are 


reported as working oii the corn in 
many counties, but no serious damage 
is repprted. 


The June 20 condition of the wheat 


crop is reported as being 91- per cent. 
o£ a seasonable average, an increase 
of two points since May 1. The pros- 
pect Cor the crop is promising. The. 
spring wheat' crop, .which is always 
Small in Illinois, shows a condition 
of 102 points, being an increase'of 12 
points since May'i. 


The average condition of oats is but. 


SO per cent, of a seasonable average, 
the green hug having' done great dam- 
age, especially in central Illinois. The 
June 20 condition of rye Is the 'same 
as May 1.-being 00 per cent, of a sea.- 
sonatye average.

Cincinnati 
to engage in the-ocean-carrying trade 
In the Liverpool Times of January

nati papers brought by the first ves- 
sel that ever cleared n't that port for 
Europe. The .building of a' vessel of 
350 tons—the Muskingum—on' a river 
1,700 miles from the sea is. in itself, 
n very remarkable circumstance both 
as a proof of the magnificence of the 
American rivers and the spirit of the 
American people. 
The navigating of 


such, a-vessel down the Ohio and the 
/Mississippi and then across the Atlan- 
- tic would a few years ago have been 


thought impossible. She brings a car- 
po of provisions, and we trust that 
the'success of this' first venture will 
bo such as to encourage its' frequent 
repetition. 


•In. the. opinion of the National Riv- 


ers & Harbors Congress, the day is 
not far- distant when the farmers and 
manufacturers of the .interior of the 
United States will be able to load 
their products and wares in vessels at 
their very doors for export to foreign 
lands. 
All that is needed are prop- 


erly developed 'rivers and harbors to 
admit vessels of suitable size. Once 
such a fleet is established, it is de- 
clared, the middle west would make 
certain its title as the "richest agri- 
cultural empire ever tilled by man?'
